All we have to do 1s 
claim our inhentance.

Results Of Bird 
Count Reported 


liighteen observers 
worked a total of 35.5 hours 
and traveled 270 miles 
throughout the county to 
record 4,323 birds repre- 
senting 47 species during 
the rccent Mid-Winter Bird 
Count. An additional nine 
hours were spent counting 
birds at feeders, according 
to Fran Pope, coordinator 
of the effort. 

Participants in the county 
were: Ken Bauer, John Ce- 
cil, John Churchill, Carol 
Craver, LeJay Graffious, 
Irances and Harold Hoeck- 
er, Edith Jack, Hillar Klan- 
droff, Joan McKearnan, 
Scott Merrill, Jeff Opel, Bill 
and Iran Pope, Dale and 
Roger Riley, Connie Skip- 
per, and Kathryn Speicher. 

The top 10 birds in terms 
of numbers were as follows: 
American crow. 2,176; 
mallard, 462: evening gros- 
beak, 255; European star- 
ling, 228; common redpoll, 
133; dark-eyed junco, 132: 
black-capped = chickadee, 
123; blue jay, 83; rock dove, 
7S, and mourning dove, 56. 

Deemed the most unusu- 
al total was that of the 
common redpolls, a tundra 
species rarely recorded in 
Garrett County, but enjoy- 
ing an “explosion” this past 
winter all over Maryland, 
according to Mrs. Pope. 

Since most of the water 
on lakes and ponds was fro- 
zen, few waterbirds were 


counted, although mallards 
proved to be plentiful 
enough to rank number two 
on the most plentiful spe- 
cles list. 

Pope said this was the 
sixth consecutive year for 
the Garrett County Mid- 
Winter Bird Count, part of 
a statewide effort by the 
Maryland = Ornithological 
Society (MOS) to document 
birds that are present in the 
midst of winter. Results of 
the count will be published 
by MOS. 

The next bird count 
scheduled for Garrett 
County will be a county- 
wide May Bird Count on 
Saturday, May 14. This will 
be part of the third annual 
North American Migration 
Count. For more informa-

Plan Called Unfair To Farmers 


The Choten admimstes 
toon last week released its 
version of 4a pesthide re 
torm measure, which Tarn 
Bureau and other groups 
said poses many concerns 
for tarmers and ranchers 

In a jyount statement, of 
fuials from the Tnviron 
mental Protechon 
USDA and the Iood and 
Drug Admumstration said 
the legislanon is aimed at 
strengthemmng the standard 
for pesticide residues on 
food, and provides EPA 
and FDA with the tools 
hecessary to provide in- 
creased protechon to the 
American public and the 
¢nvironment" 

As of press time, the ad 
munistration’s proposal had 
not been formally intro- 
duced in Congress. 

The plan would eliminate 
nsk benefit: considerations, 
estabhsh an overly restric- 
twe risk standard, set an 
unworkable dual tolerance 
system and prevent the use 
of state-of-the-art science, 
according to a letter to 
members of Congress sign- 
ed by Farm Bureau and 
other food and agricultural 
organuations. 

The proposed legislation 
is an conthet with) barm 
Bureau-backed — pesticide 
relorm =omicasures (TIER. 
1627, S. 1478). IDR. 1627 
has 220 co-sponsors im the 
House and S. 1478 has 20 
co-sponsors in the Senate 
Those measures would re 

place the zero-risk Delaney 
clause with a new policy of 
“negligible msk." 

Ihe strong show of sup 
port for this bill makes it 
clear that Congress believes 
that risk benefit consider- 


atens must be included in 
pesheide reform legislation” 
the groups said 

According to Mark Mas 
lyn, an Amerean larm 
Bureau Tederation govern 
mental relauoens director, 
the admunistravion s propos 
al preseribes a “very conser 
vative and mgid satety stan- 
dard, including 4 separate 
standard for any product 
found to pose 4 potential 
dietary msk of cancer in 
humans.” 

H¥e said the intlevibility 
of such a standard would 
prevent EPA from exercis- 
ing the best scientific judg- 
ment and lead to exaggerat- 
ed risk estimates. 

“EPA would be required 
to assume that 100 percent 
of a crop was treated with 
every pesticide registered 
for that crop,” Maslyn said. 

Ihe bill requires multiple 
tolerances for a pesticide 
residuc on a crop at differ- 
ent points, such as at har 
vest, at the retail stage and 
after processing-making it 
more difficult and expensive 
to register pesticides. 

"Estabhshing separate 
tolerances for — dillerent 
forms of the same food at 
different: intervals in’ the 


food chain would only con- 
fuse consumers,” Muaslvn 
satd. 


A major concern is the 
bill effectively removes the 
requirement in current law 
that EPA consider the 
benefits to society of an 
adequate and wholesome 
food supply when setting 
pesticide tolerances. That 
means the risk benefit con- 
sideration required under 
the TPederal Insecticide, 
Vungicide and Rodentictde

The bill would establish 
an unworkable schedule for 
review and renewal of pesti- 
cide tolerances, and would 
fail to establish uniformity 
among the states for pesti- 
cide tolerances.

Fertilizer Prices 
On The Rise 


Farmers are likely to face 
higher costs for their nitro- 
gen fertilizer supplies this 
spring duc to a combination 
of anhydrous ammonia 
manufacturing and distribu- 
tion problems and increased 
demand for nitrogen fertil- 
er. 

Anhydrous = ammonia 
prices have increased about 
$50 per ton at the whole- 


sale level over the last 
month and are running 
nearly $100 above — last 


year's prices, according to 
American Farm Bureau 
federation economist Terry 
Francl. He estimated that 
prices in midwestern retail 


markets have reached the 
$250 to $300 per ton price 
level for anhydrous ammo- 
nia based products. 

Steep price increases can 
be attributed to industrial 
production and supply 
problems both in the U.S. 
and republics of the former 
Soviet Union. Domestic 
production of anhydrous 
ammonia has been curtailed 
due to production outages 
and the resulting down time 
of U.S. manufacturing facil- 
ities just as seasonal de- 
mand peaked. 

Irranc] said that some 
manufacturers have put off 
performing regular mainte- 
nance activitics for the past 
two years duc to the low 
prices of ammonia and re- 
sulting poor returns or 
losses over that period. He 
said the losses have caused 
some manufacturers to 
literally run their plants to 
the breaking point. 













Although the amount of 
imported anhydrous ammo- 
nia for U.S. consumption is 
relatively low-about five 
percent from the former 
Soviet Union-it represents 
an integral component of 
the total supply picture, 
according to Iranel. Ie 
said the one million tons 
that are imported annually 
have been slowed by a 
series of pipeline break- 
downs and shipping mishaps 
over the last few months. 

The demand for anhy- 
drous ammonia has in- 
creased throughout — the 
Corn Belt as farmers begin 
spring planting. Francl said 
the larger than normal de- 
mand is due in part to last 
year’s floods and increased 
corn acreage this year. 

The direct) impact) on 
fertilizer prices paid by 
farmers may be highly vari- 
able, Francl said, because 
many farmers contract: for 
their fertilizer supplies up 
to six months in advance of 
the planting season He satd 
many retail suppliers also 
purchased their anhydrous 
ammonia products before 
the price increases took 

elfect. However, as pre-pur- 
chased stocks are depleted, 
the full effect of the higher 
prices will be felt. 


Voluntary Crop 
Insurance Favored 
Some provisions of a 
proposal to overhaul the 
federal crop insurance 
program will benefit Ameri 
can farmers and ranchers, 
while other aspects of the 
proposal will be detrimental 
and could lead to abuses of 
the system, Farm Bureau 
told Congress last week. 
"We feel the objectives 
and the techniques of the 
administration’s crop insur- 
ance plan are worthy of 
serious consideration by 
Congress,” said Doyle Rah- 
jes, president of the Kansas 
Farm Bureau and a mem- 
ber of the American Farm 


Bureau [Federation board. 
“We do, however, have 
some reservations about 


certain provisions we feel 
are contrary to achicving 
full participation” 

Rahjes, a small grains 
and livestock producer, told 
members of the House Ag- 
riculture Subcommittee on 
the Environment, Credit 
and) Rural) Development 
that provisions of the pro- 
posal linking mandatory 
participation in the insur- 
ance program with cligibili- 
ty for other farm programs 
are unnecessary. 


"arm Bureau policy is 
very clear that participation 
in a crop insurance program 
should remain voluntary 
and that there should be no 
mandatory linkages between 
price support program par- 
ticipation or Farmers Home 
Administration loan eligibil- 
ity and crop’ insurance,” 
Rahjes said. "Ihe current 
plan does not satisfy that 
requirement.” 

IWe said that a trouble- 
some precedent would be 
set by establishing a gross 
income threshold for some 
disaster aid and a cap on 
these annual disaster bene- 
fits for larmers. The income 
threshold would establish a 
means test and could be- 
come an easy target for 
future congressional budget 
cuts, according to Rahjes. 

“arm Bureau also tavors 
coverage based on dollars 
per acre rather than yield,” 
Rahjes said. “Reliance on 
yield as a trigger mecha- 
nism tends to skew the pro- 
gram in oi hiphessek 
production areas and makes 
gaps m coverage more 
likely *

Tarm Bureau supports

the House Agriculture 
Committee. 

Cuts in agriculture 
spending have been men-

agreement. Kleckner said 
agriculture has already 


taken more than its share of 
budget cuts. 

Kleckner_ pointed out 
that the United States’ ne- 
gotiating position through- 
out the seven year trade 
talks has been to substan- 
tially reduce trade-distorting 
subsidies worldwide. Ie 
said Farm Bureau support- 
ed that concept--but op- 
posed reductions in U.S. 
programs and trade mea- 


sures without equivalent 
commitments by other 
countries. 


"Our members have been 
told repeatedly since the 
so-called Blair House agree- 
ment two years ago that the 
Uruguay Round would not 
require domestic U.S. farm 
programs to be cut any 
more than the substantial 
cuts already undertaken in 
the last two farm bills,” said 
Kleckner. "If this now turns 
out not to be true, few in 
agriculture will be able to 
support the implementing 
legislation.” Kleckner said 
the proposed agreement 
appears to partially achieve 
Farm Bureau’s goals for 
trade reform, which are to 
substantially cut back in the 
use of export subsidies and 
to obtain a significant open- 
ing of foreign markets. 


“Overall, the Uruguay 


Round will be a net plus lor 
U.S. agricultural trade in- 
terests,” Kleckner told the 
committee.

MDA To Attack 
Gypsy Moth 

Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert 1. Wal- 
ker has announced that the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) will 
spray the trees on some 
94,000 acres this spring to 
protect them from defolia- 
tion of the gypsy moth. 

"We will be spraying 
more than twice the num- 
ber of acres we sprayed in 
1993. The increase reflects 
the coiftinuing spread of the 
pest on the Eastern Shore 
and a resurgence of popula- 
tions in Central and West- 
ern Maryland,” said Walker. 

Altogether 28,000 acres 
will be sprayed on the I-ast- 
ern Shore, 36,000 acres in 
Western Maryland — and 
16,000 acres in the central 
part of the state. There will 
be no spraying in Anne 
Arundel, Baltimore, Hlar- 
ford and Cecil counties be- 
cause of gypsy moth popu- 
lation collapses in these ar- 
eas. In addition, the gypsy 
moth has never become 
established in Calvert and 
St Mary's counties. 

"We select sites for 
spraying based on the num- 
ber of egg masses per acre. 
In the fall, we go into every 
area Which qualifies for sur- 
veying and literally count all 
the egg masses,” said Rob- 
ert Tichenor, chief of 
MDA’s Forest Pest) Man- 
agement Section. 

"Areas selected for sur- 
veying must be at least 25 
acres of trees, the trees 
must be at least 50 percent 
oaks and, when the trees 
are fully leaved out, at least 
SO percent of the area must 
be covered by leaves. In 
addition, the state generally 
does not spray uninhabited 
or unmanaged forests, 
woodlots, or ‘wilderness’ 
areas. In those areas, the 
trees are allowed to adjust 
to the gypsy moth, although 
it might take decades and 
the profile of the forest may 
change,” Tichenor said.

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Newspaper Theft 
Law Given OK 
By AG Curran 


Allorney General J 
Joseph Curran last week 
gave the legal go-ahead for 
a recently enacted General 
Assembly bill that would 
make the theft of newspa- 
pers a criminal misdemean- 
or with a maximum $500 
penalty and/or 60 days in 
jail. 

"We are taking the posi- 
tion in Maryland that peo- 
ple who steal newspapers 
can't expect to hide behind 
the First Amendment when 
they are caught, * Curran 
said. "I’m proud to put the 
force of my office squarely 
behind this bill.” 

The legislation came in 
the wake of several recent 
incidents in which hundreds 
of free college newspapers 
were stolen in bulk from 
college campuses and public 
libraries. Some suggested 
that the theft of the compli- 
mentary newspapers was an 
expression of disagreement 
with the content of the 
papers and was thus pro- 
tected under the free 
speech provision of the 
First Amendment. 

In his three-page letter 
confirming the constitution- 
ality of the identical bills 
(House Bill 198 and Senate 
Bill 183), Curran stated that 
some forms of expressive 
activities, particularly those 
involving theft or violence, 
are not catitlcd to constitu 
tional protection. 

"The prohibition of theft, 
and the designation of what 
constitutes theft, are clearly 
within the constitutional 
power of government,” 
Curran wrote. “Moreover, 
protecting the First Amend- 
ment right of the press to 
distribute newspapers is an 


important governmental 
interest, and not only is not 
directed at the suppression 
of speech, but protects 
dissemination of views.” 

Curran added that this 
proposed law is no broader 
than necessary since it 
would only be imposed 
when the action is directed 
at preventing speech from 
reaching its audience. 

Critics of the legislation 
have said it is overbroad 
because it could implicate a 
person who took a single 
newspaper and burned it 
symbolically. Curran coun- 
tered that this type of dis- 
play is protected because 
the clear intent of this law 
is to "reach situations where 
newspapers are taken in 
order to make the paper 
unavailable to others.” 

lo become law, the bill 
must now be signed by the 
Governor.

Thanos Execution 
Still Planned 
For Next Week 


Another refusal to stay 
the execution of John F. 
Thanos was declared by a 
federal judge Tuesday, and 
the convicted murderer is 
scheduled to die by lethal 
injection on May 1!6. U.S. 
District Court Judge Ben- 
son Tees. who refused to 
stay the achon, also de- 
clared that an examination 
into Thanos’s mental com- 
petency was thoroughly 
completed last fall by Gar- 
rett County Circuit Court 
Judge I‘rederick A. Thayer. 

Ihe May 16 execution 
order is Thanos’s sentence 
for the 1990 murder of 18- 
year-old Gregory ‘laylor, 
Hebron. The death sen- 
tence was handed down by 
a St. Mary’s County Circuit 
Court judge. Thanos was 
also tried in Garrett County 
in a change of venue case 
for the murders of two 
other teenagers who were 
killed in Baltimore County 
the same week as Taylor. A 
death sentence was also the 
result of the local trial, and 
Thayer signed a new execu- 
tion order for Thanos last 
Friday. This order schedules 
Thanos’s execution —_ for 
sometime during the week 
of June 12. 

Public defenders have 
attempted repeatedly to 
appeal the death sentences, 
generally basing their rea- 
soning on the claim that 
Thanos is not mentally 
competent to make deci- 
sions himself. Thanos has 
reacted to the attempts with 
annoyance, refusing to fight 
the execution orders. A 
petition was filed by the 
convict’s family in an effort

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The Right Decision... 


The Garrett County Board ef Pducation made a 
ditthcult, but just and wise. decision at its mecting 
this week concerming school praver at graduation. 
Atter listening te testimony tram about two dozen 
Persons insisting that a Christian praver should be 
part of the graduation ceremony, despite the tact 
that itis prohibited by law. the board members 
decided to incorporate a moment ot silence in the 
program, allowing each one present the opportunity 
tor personal prayer and or meditation. 

Some suggested that the board simply go against 
the advice of the attorney general, violate the law, 
and thus assume the risk of litgation that could be 
tiled against the board by anvone in the country. 
While civil disobedience and outright rebellion may 
occasionally have their place, this situation does not 
quality. 

The reasoning behind the law is something we be- 
lieve to be sound. This nation was tounded by people 
who were tleeing governmental oppression, which 
included “torced”™ religion. They did not want a 
government that required them to worship or believe 
ina particular way. True treedom of religion can 
exist only where there is total separation between 
church and state. 

Supporters of Christian prayer in school often use 
the argument that our “tounding tathers” intended 
tor religion to have a major role in society, including 
our schools. We can think of no better example of a 
founding tather than the brilliant Thomas Jetterson, 
among whose most significant achievements as a law- 
maker were his bills designed to assure religious 
treedom and abolish the special privileges of the 
Anglican Church in Virginia, which was supported at 
that time by tax money. There was great hostility 
toward Jetferson for these actions, not only by the 
Anglican Church, but by most other denominations. 

Jetterson, who distrusted organized religion and 
was, according to some. an agnostic. also wrote the 
Statute of Raligaus Freedom, which was passed in 
1786 and guaranteed religious freedom in Virginia. 

Jetterson wanted the United States to be a place 
where cach and every person would have the right to 
worship, or not worship, however and whenever he 
or she pleased, without any particular church or 
denomination infringing upon that right. His Decla- 
ration of Independence, as well as the Bill of Rights 
and the U.S. Constitution, were written not with the 
rights of the majority in mind, as some believe. but 
with the individual in mind. Each person’s rights are 
protected by these great documents, and those rights 
include the right to worship God. or worship idols, 
or worship no one. 

We can think of still one more example of a per- 
son we believe strongly supported treedom of reli- 
gion. He happened to be the tounder of Christianity: 
Jesus Christ. While it was his wish that all believed 
in him, he never once forced a single person to ac- 
cept him, believe in him. follow him, or pray with

Info On Elder Abuse 


The following is the third in a series of articles by 
Daphne D. Bennear, long term care manager for the 
Garrettu County Area Agency on Aging, regarding the 
various forms of abuse of senior citizens. 

Elder Abuse, Be A.W.A.R.E 

When elder abuse is suspected it is important to know 
who to contact and where to find help The Garrett 
County Area Agency on Aging want eldcr abuse aware- 
ness to be heightened in Garrett County. "Elder Abuse, be 
A.W.A.R.E.” helps citizens remember what to do if they 
are concerned about elder abuse: 

Ask questions, 

Watch for signs, 

Alert authorities, 

Reassure victim, 

Education others. 

When you need to alert somcone to a alleged abusive 
situation it is helpful to make a list of things that you may 
need to report. [fit is possible, keep a journal throughout 
the time you have suspected a dangerous situation. Things 
you will need to report are: the name and age of victim, 
the name of the caretaker and his relationship to the 
viclini, name of alleged abuser and relationship to victim, 
and the contact person for any agencies that are already 
involved with any of the above persons. It is important to 
know if the victim is competent and if he or she is willing 
to talk about the situation. [tis helpful to know about any 
guardian or power of attorney the victim may have. Of 
extreme importance are the things that lead you to believe 
an abusive situation exists. Specific transactions, incidents 
and dates with the names of persons involved is a good 
list to make. Phone numbers and addresses of the victim, 
caretaker, and alleged abuser is also very helpful. 

Once you have collected this information you need to 
know who to tell. If the victim is living in a private home 
you need to contact the Garrett County Adult Protective 
Services (334-5404) or the Sheriffs Department (334 
1911) to report your suspicions. If the elder is living in a 
nursing home or licensed personal care home you should 
contact the Long ‘Term Care Ombudsman at the Area 
Agency on Aging (334-9431). The Medicaid l'raud Control 
(410) $76-6546 or Licensing and Certification 1-800-492- 
6005 will accept complaints concerning nursing home 
residents. 

When outside people become involved many victims 
become fearful that more harm will befall them or that 
they will no longer have any one to take care of them 
Elderly victims need to be reassured that they will be 
taken care of, that someone is concerned and that they 
have the right to live a life free of abuse. For those who 
are contused it may be even more disturbing it any 
investigation ensues. Being with the elder is important. 
Holding a hand, giving a hug, speaking in a calm voice 
and being supportive, understanding and reassuring are all 
powerful methods of casing the fear of an elder.

Mark Beal: Development of 


At Broad Ford Elementary, a year-long Chesapeake 
Bay study has been occurring. The name of this is study is 
K.E.1:.P., which stands for Kids Environmental E-ducation- 
al Project. This project was developed to allow students in 
Garrett County and Montgomery county to develop an 
understanding ot the state of Maryland, its diversity, and 
their part in the rescue of the Chesapeake Bay Watershed. 
Through integrated activities, students gain insight into 
the delicate balance between humans and nature in and 
around the Chesapeake Bay. This project provides hands- 
on research to students through weather observation and 
water testing. It also allows students to exchange informa- 
tion -- via letters, video, fax and computer modem -- 
which demonstrates the differences between the two 
counties. 

This project was developed as a cooperative effort 
between Garrett County teacher Sandra Wilson and fellow 
teacher I:dward MacDonald from Montgomery County. 
Alter meeting at the Maryland Governor’s Academy of 
Math and Science, and as an off-shoot of this experience, 
K.1:.E.P. was established. These teachers hoped to merge 
their individually developed Chesapeake Watershed 
projects and allow their students to share information 
which would widen their perspectives of Maryland and the 
Bay through pen-pals and visits. Financing for this project 
was provided through grants and school funds in both 
counties. 

lopics covered through integration are math, science, 
social studies, reading, and language arts. A long term 
cooperative plan was developed by the two teachers 
involved. Since both classes are fourth grade the teachers 
were able to use the state curriculum guide of fourth 
grade social studies to establish an integration point. They 
have selected novels that represent the geographic loca- 
tions of cach school and students do both reading and 
language arts activities with these books. Students also 
have been exchanging both weather and water data. When 
received, students have done both graphing and interpret- 
ing of the information. Students have become quite 
comfortable with finding the median, average, and the 
range of diflerent sets of numeric data. Students from 
Garrett County were also to improve their public speaking 
abilities when they created a video introduction for their 
pen pals in Montgomery County. 

Student response to KEEP. has been one of great 
excitement. Since student involvement is high they feel 
ownership of the project. They control the information. 
They interpret the information and, more importantly, 
they conduct the tests. They have been especially pleased 
with the field trips this year. They conduct weckly experi- 
ments at selected test arcas. Additionally, students [rom 
Montgomery County have visited Broad Ford and the 
student from Broad Ford will be visiting Montgomery 
County. 

Ihe greatest benelits of this project are the students’ 


sense of connection to their county, their state, and their 
environment, and the development of pride in being able 
to solve problems and do something about them. Finally, 
the new friendships they have developed perhaps will 
make them think before they act against their environ- 
ment.

May Days 

The May days of memory are sunny and warm. Color 
tills the world as one set of blossoms replace another, all 
against a dozen shades of green. By day we wear short 
sleeves, but by night we pull up a light blanket. 

The May days of reality are something else. As my 
Great-Grandma Stahl used to say, "Half of May will be 
cold and wet.” Whenever I recall that proverb, another 
voice in my mind asks, “But which hall?" 

It is a lime when we need to mow the grass and carry 
firewood. Those glorious May days of memory are 
memorable because they are uncommon. It is the extraor- 
dinary not the usual which most easily comes to mind, 

But | am not complaining. The month of May demands 
lots of different kinds of work, mostly pleasant and 
satisfying. The main part of the garden wants making. 
lield crops need planting. The leftover jobs from April 
really must be done. The challenge and the frustration are 
in the managing of the work, not just getting it done, but 
getting it done at the right time and in the right way. On 
my leftover list is a field ] want to put into pasture. For 
that job | am glad if a major part of May is cold and wet. 
Ihe winter stayed with us so long, and April was so hot 
and dry, that seeding pasture and hayfields--usually April 
work in our parts--got deferred. The cousin who rents 
most of this farm, has promised to help me. He has the 
equipment that 1 don’t which makes it easier for him. Still 
he has to do for me in between his own cultivation of 
ground, planting of corn, and, in another week, chopping 
of haylage. 

While he helps me, I need to get up to my mother’s 
place to replace two 50 cent washers on her tractor so 
diesel fuel doesn’t leak every time somebody runs it. That 
isn’t a big job, but it has to be worked in someplace. 

For making garden | want that other half of May, the 
warm, dry half, though some parts of the garden thrive on 
cool, rainy weather. The spinach patch will just about 
provide a salad. The lettuce in the cold frame is also 
doing great, that is when I can keep the ground hog out. 
] have also transplanted a row of rhubarb roots from a 
friend's garden. Indoors, however, tomato and pepper 
plants are waiting for warm soil as well as warm air to be 
transplanted, 

Next to the garden is my home orchard with six trees 
in production and two more coming along. Thus far | 
have hit the spraying schedule right on the nose. Their 
bloom coincided with that hot week at the end of April, 
so the bees had a chance to do their work. I am waiting 
to see if the Red June survives the rodent damage from 
the winter. And if the weather is damp, and especially if 
it is damp and warm the Bordeaux mixture will need to go 
on at regular intervals to fight scab. 

Speaking of bees, my one hive needs dividing. Back in 
winter 1 should have been getting another hive body 
ready, but all the winter jobs kept me from it. That is one 
more thing which needs attenuon and pronto. 

We beckeepers have had a rough time during the past 
few years. Mites have wiped out countless colonies, and 
nay have just about eliminated wild bees. | lost a hive two 
winters ago. The one remaining must have built up some 
tolerance to the mites. | have my fingers crossed. 

Then there are all those other things that need to be 
done no matter what, like mowing the grass and carrying 
firewood. I also have a fairly steady compulsion about 
attending my outside work, the church and the county. It 
is amazing how folks expect me to show up al various 
places even if 1 do have pasture that needs secding. 

There is no secret to getting everything done, but there 
are a few rules. The first rule is to do the things that have 
to he done when they have to be done, whether it is 
leading a worship service on Sunday morning at 11:00, as 
in my case, or milking the cows every cight or twetve 
hours, as in the case of my dairy farmer neighbors. 

The second rule is to match the remainder of the work 
to necessity and opportunity. Repair machinery when it 
rains. Seed pasture when it is dry. There is no profit in 
fretting about the job we just cannot do. In this regard, 
life is accommodation with the possible. 

The third rule, and the one most difficult to follow 
both in its admonition and prohibition, is to rest as our 
bodies and spirits require without fooling around. The 
mastery of this rule is art itself. 

And if we don’t learn these rules during the month of 
May? Well, June’s coming, isn’t it?

Continued from Page A-1 
permitted to schedule 
prayer at graduation. Even 
if the students vote to do 
so, the act would still be 
contradictory to the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

"Therefore, I have since 
directed the principals of 
our high schools that stu- 
dent-led prayer is not per- 
mitted. We have difficulties 
with this issue because of 
our religious _ heritage,” 
Ryscavage continued. "How- 
ever, I have the responsibil- 
ity to uphold the law, and I 
give great weight to the 
attorney general's opinion. 
To remain in accordance 
with the law, we cannot 
permit student-led prayer. If 
the valedictorian in his or 
her speech is inclined to 
issue a prayer, that person 
cannot be censored. Howev- 
er, the board may not en- 
courage such an act.” 

The prayer advocates 
then asked what weight the 
attorney general’s opinion 
carries. 

"It’s just one man’s opin- 
ion,” said one advocate. 
However, Leonard [:iswert, 
the board’s attorney, ex- 
plained that the opinion of 
the attorney general carries 
a great deal of weight and 
should be considered very 
important. liswert said a 
decision to go against the 
attorney's statement would 
be damaging should the 
board be sued by anyone 
for allowing prayer. 

"This issue does not lie 
with this board,” said Board 
President Beverly Murphy. 
"We have to make decisions 
based on the law. If you 
want to change the law, we 
are not the ones to go after. 
You have to start at the top 
- with our legislators.” 

But the group disagreed 
and again challenged the 
board to make a statement 
by allowing — student-led 
prayer. Charlotte Sebold, 
board member, made the 
motion to allow such 
prayer, and the motion was 
seconded by Bryan Paugh.

\ contract with the Garrett 
County Association of Fdu- 
cational Support Personnel 
provides for an approximate 
2.5 percent salary increase, 
she said, but the board is 
still at an impasse with the 
cafeteria’ managers and 
head custodians, represent- 
ed by the Garrett County 
rederation of Teachers. 

However, she noted, the 
board has included a 2.5 
percent salary increase for 
that group in the request 
“for budgeting purposes.” 

Murphy added that the 
board has had to increase 
its budgeted funds by 
$285,000 in order to pay the 
increased premiums for its 
health, accident, and life 
insurance program. 

Ihe most significant in- 
crease, however, is in the 
capital outlay area of the 
budget, which totals approx- 
imately $1,268,000, com- 
pared to last year’s ap- 
proved budget of $372,329. 

Superintendent of Ciar- 
rett. County Schools Dr. 
Icrome Ryscavage — ex- 
plained to the commission- 
crs that the requested total 
for capital outlay does not 
reflect an additional $75,000 
which the board determined 
was needed for six (instead 
of five) additional class- 
rooms at Northern High 
School, The additions in- 

lude an applied physics 
classroom, = as computer 
laboratory, an applied math 
classroom, and three math 
classrooms. 

Ryscavage also pointed 
to the transportation por- 
tion of the budget request, 
explaining that the board is 
making an unprecedented 
Move in asking the county 
commussioners to fund 40% 
(approximately $742,000) of 
that $2,475,125 budget for 
the upcoming fiscal year. 

“lor years, the pupil 
transportation program was 
completely funded by state 
Categorical transportation 
funds,” said Ryscavage.

aid (API-X) funds, but Ry- 
scavage noted that APEX 
funds are put to better use 
in the area of instruction. 

"In that all jurisdictions 
except Garrett County 
funded some portion of 
their pupil transportation 
budget from local funds in 
Y94, it now is apparent 
that Garrett County will 
have to request a portion of 
our pupil transportation 
program from local funds as 
well,” he said, adding that 
there has been “very little 
increase” from the state and 
federal funding pools. 

I-ducation board member 
Mikal McCartney also 
spoke to the commissioners, 
reminding them that the 
school board has continual- 
ly tried to be fiscally re- 
sponsible, and that, in par- 
ticular, the capital outlay 
budget had been delayed 
one year because of the 
state budget shortfall. 

“We have tried to fit our 
request into the financial 
picture of both the local 
and state government,” she 
said. 

McCartney also pointed 
out that health care costs -- 
especially those associated 
with preventive health care 
-- have “escalated to the 
point of not being doable.” 
She also informed the coun- 
ty officials that staff mem- 
bers have “tried hard to go 
out and find money" for 
their respective programs 
and that the education 
board, itself, has an "excel- 


lent standing with the 
state.” 
Uniserv Director Tom 


Shaffer, negotiator for the 
Garrett. County leachers 
Association, was also on 
hand at the presentation 
and indicated the associa- 
tion’s “unequivocal” support 
of the proposed budget. 

“When you consider that 
the two biggest items -- 
school bus transportation 
and capital outlay -- ac- 
count for practically all of 
the local funding increase 
of $1.6 million, this budget 
is lean,” he said. 

Shaffer also told the 
cammiesoners that the four 
percent salary increase 
requested for teachers 
“certainly falls within reason 
as we seek to move out of

our fiscal constraints of the 
last two years. The increase 
cannot be argued by any 
tational person.” 

He also reminded the 
commissioners that the 
county's contribution — to 
education as a percentage 
of total general fund expen- 
ditures has declined from 
41.6% to s¥.9% over the 
Past year. 

Board member Charlotte 
Sebold also urged the com- 
Missioners to support. the 
budget even though "some 
of the board members do 
not agree with everything in 
the budget.” 

Susan Bell, a concerned 
parent from McHenry, also 
endorsed the proposed bud- 
get, saying that it "sounds 
extremely reasonable.” 

The commissioners will 
now begin considering the 
school board's — request, 
along with funding requests 
from all the other county 
departments and agencies 
as they begin their annual 
budgetary process. ‘The 
county budget is scheduled 
to be established by June 7.

SPIRTS

Beckground Scripture: 
Galstans 4.8-31 
Devotions! Resding: 
Titus 2:11-13, 3:1-8 


If I had been Paul I probably 
would have put otf writing the 
Church at Galatia as long as | 
could, It was one of those com- 
munications most of us would 
rather not have to make. Even 
forthnght Paul seems to be strug- 
gling in this letter. This is a 
church with whom he always en- 
joyed a good relationship. They 
had treated him most kindly dur- 
ing his missionary stay withthem: 
“...though my (physical) condi- 
tion was a trial to you, you did not 
scom or despise me, but received 
me as an angel of God...” (4:14). 

Most of us would rather remain 
quiet and maintain the relation- 
ship than speak up and risk its 
disintegration. But Paul knew the 
nsk was worth it: he had to tell the 
Galatians the truth about what 
was happening to their faith. 
“Have I become your enemy by 
telling you the truth?” he asks 
(4:16). Every preacher knows 
that is arisk he or she must take. 
So, itis a risk that all Christians 
must take. To hide or blunt the 
truth for the sake of keeping the 
esteem of others is one of the 
worst mistakes we can make. A 
fnendsh.p that cannot stand the 
truth is not a friendship. 

Now, that doesn’t mean we have 
torun allover town telling friends 
and acquaintances “truths” that 
buried inside give us moral indi- 
gestion. Paul willatanother place 
say “speak:ng the truth in love...” 
(Ephes. 4:15) although in 
Galatians that 1s not explicit, itis 
certainly implicit. Paul is speak- 
ing the truth in love. Itis love that 
compels him to sav, “O foolish 
Galatians!” (3:1). 

ELEMENTAL SPIRITS 


It 1s siso is iove for them that 
motivstes him to ssk “ .how can 
you turn beck sgsin to the weax 
and beggarly elemental spirits” 
(4:9). These are the lesser gods 
and powers they once worshipped 
Thetdoesn‘tmean they have offi- 
cially renounced God in Christ, 
butthat while hanging on to Chns- 
tan beliefs they have gone back 
to depending on some of the pow- 
ers of their past, too. In a sense, 
they have made the equation 
“Chnst+” but Paul tells them that 
when you add these “elemental 
spints” to Christ, you subtract 
Christ from the equation entirely. 

Why did the Galatians fall away 
from the gospel that Paul had 
preached to them? Answer: for 
the same reason we do. Itis easier 
to believe and trustin human things 
and systems that we can see, than 
in a Christ we can't see. The 
problem is not just that the 
Galatians had added some old 
“elemental spirits” to their Chris- 
tianity, but that we all do. We 
devise rituals, symbols, denomi- 
nations, architecture, creeds, dog- 
mas and polites to give us the 
assurance and security that we 
failto achieve with our faith. Like 
the Galatians we all add extras to 
our Christianity as crutches. 

THOSE CRUTCHES 

Of course, it would be wonder- 
ful if none of us ever needed any 
of those crutches, but most of us 
feel vulnerable without them. The 
problem isnot that we have Christ 
plus a few crutches, but that our 
crutches leave no place for Chnist. 
“You observe days, and months, 
and seasons, and years! | amatraid 
I have labored over you in vain” 
(4:10). There is nothing wrong 
with our Christian seasons and 
special observances so long as 
they do not become a substitute 
for Christ. 

Idon'tknow ofany crutches that 
we add to Christ that don’t come 
mostly from our humanity. They 
are rituals designed by numans. 
Creeds invented by humans. Poli- 
ties that anse trom human minds. 
Dogmas that speak more of the 
human ego than the Divine pres- 
ence. We cling to our own “el- 
emental spirits” with an arrogance 
that shuts Christ out. And this we 
do generally “in the name of 
Christ.” 

Here’s the deal: you can be 3 
slave to the “elemental spirits” or 
a servant of Christ. 

You decide.

The '94 crop season is underway and I hope you all 
receive plenty of rain and sunshine. After your crops are 
planted, please stop in and report what's out there. Even 
if you don’t participate in any programs now, by reporting 
your crops a history and base are recorded. Then if you 
decide to use a program, all crop history is there. It is as 
important as testing your soil that you report each year 
since your crop base acres are averaged for a five-year 
period. The final reporting dates are: barley and wheat - 
June 1, 1994; oats - June 15, 1994; corn and other crops - 
July 15, 1994. 

I know it’s a busy time now, but if you need any 
conservation work done on your farm (i.e. manure pits, 
watcring troughs, strips, etc.) now is the time to sign up 
for cost-sharing for these and other practices under the 
Agricultural Conservation Program (ACP). 

Also if you need any advise or assistance for your 
woodland, there is the Stewardship Incentive Program 
(SIP). Call Ernie Metz at 334-3296 for information.

scout fields that have not been planted, looking tor 
feeding snjury on weeds and use a sweep net to detect the 
presence of young larvae. The black cutworm larva is hght 
gray to black with a narrow, lighter line down the middle 
of its back. Its skin surface 1s firm, roughened with smooth 


black tubercles (warts), similar to sandpaper, and has a 
general greasy appearance 

Considering the erratic nature of cutworm outbreaks 
and the inconsistent control with pre-plant insecticide 
treatments, the best management strategies include the 
following: 1) try to reduce egg-laying and larval feeding 
sites by applying pre-plant herbicides seven to 1U days 
prior to planting: 2) apply a broadcast — insect- 
icide ‘herbicide treatment or an insecticide spray alone in 
high risk fields just prior to corn emergence; 3) scout 
fields weekly during the first three or tour weeks to assess 
insect activity. 

Ideal Conditions For Slugs 

The cool temperature, along with rainy weather, pro- 
vides ideal conditions for slug activity. I:gg hatching will 
be occurring very shortly. Slugs damage seedlings shortly 
after germination by cutting off the spike or by shredding 
the leaves, resulting in plant death or retarded plant 
growth. Feeding injury is especially severe when moist soil 
conditions prevent the seed slot from closing completely 
during the planting operation. This situation provides a 
moist, dark refuge for slugs to feed directly on the seed 
below the soil surface, hollowing out the endosperm and 
thus preventing germination. Many times the seed maggot 
may get the blame for slug damage to seed. If the seed 
slot is properly closed, providing good seed-to-soil contact, 
slug feeding will be confined mainly to the above ground 
parts of the seedling. Established seedlings are able to 
tolerate a considerable amount of slug injury before corn 
growth and yield are severely affected. If you have a slug 
problem, call me for recommended controls, which are 
few.

Thanos Executed 
Early Tuesday 


Vor the first time in this 
state since 1961, a convicted 
murdered was executed at 
the Maryland State 
Penitentiary for his crimes. 
John Frederick Thanos was 
injected with a mixture of 
sodium pentothal, Pavulon 
(a paralytic agent), and 
potassium chloride at 
approximately 12:58 a.m. 
The injection was complet- 
ed at 1:06 a.m., and Thanos 
was declared dead at 1:10 
ani. 

Ihe death sentence was 
handed down to Thanos for 
the April 1990 murder of 
Gregory A. Taylor Jr., 18, 
Hebron. After picking up 
the hitchhiking Thanos, the 
teenager was shot in the 
head. The killer then went 
on to murder two teenagers 
in Middle River - Melody 
Pistorio, 14, and Billy 
Winebrenner, 16. He was 
convicted of these murders 
in Garrett County Circuit 
Court, as the case was 
moved to this area in a 
change of venue action. 

If the May 17 execution 
had been halted by appeals, 
Thanos would have - still 
faced Garrett County 
Circuit Court Judge Fred 
A. Thayer's death sentence, 
which was to be carried out 
on or about June 12. 

Thanos’s reaction to the 
death sentence was unusual, 
as he grew annoyed with 
public defenders’ many 
attempts to appeal. He was 
reportedly asked only a few 
moments before the lethal 
injections if he wished to 
halt the process and 
exercise his right to appeal 
the death warrant.

“understand and appreciate 
the significance of develop- 
ing strategies to reduce 
nutrient loading imto our 
waterways, and we endorse 
the goal of a 40% reduction 
in the controllable nutrient 
loading within the Upper 
Potomac Basin.” 

The county — ollicials, 
however, pointed out that 
the current draft specifies 
that nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and algae levels in Garrett 
County have been classified 
as good in relation to other 
areas of the state, and that 
water quality in the far 
western portion of the 
Upper Potomac Watershed

Sanitary Comm. 
Settles Suit 
Out Of Court 


Ihe Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission has 
announced that an out-of- 
court settlement of 
$255,790.38 has been 
reached in a long-standing 
dispute between the com- 
mission and Charles J. 
Merlo, Inc., which was seek- 
ing in excess of $1 million 
in delay and other related 
claims. 


According to Garrett 
County Sanitary District 
Administrator Wendell 


Beitzel, the claim originated 
from the Trout Run Sewage 
Treatment Plant construc- 
tion contract: about four 
years ago when the contrac- 
tor used defective limestone 
during the construction of a 
storage facility at the plant. 

When the Sanitary Com- 
mission ordered the con- 
tractor to replace the stone, 
causing a delay in the com- 
pletion of the project, 
Merlo claimed the delay, 
among other factors, result- 
ed in increased costs. 

“The district refused, to 
acknowledge the suit, which 
was pending in U.S. Federal 
District Court for four years 
and had been postponed 
and rescheduled — several 
times,” said Beitzel, who 
added that the settlement 
has now been finalized. 

Warren Rich, the attor- 
ney representing the Sani- 
tary Commission, stated 
that the settlement will not 
result in the increase of 
user fees or local debt for 
the project. Rich reportedly 
secured grant funding ap- 
proval from the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) and state authorities 
before agreeing to the 
settlement.

is among the best water 
quality in the state. 

“The commissioners wish 
to bring this matter to your 
attention because the por- 
tion of our county found 
within the Chesapeake Bay 
Watershed is virtually all 
forest land,” the letter stat- 
ed. “Within this watershed, 
the county has no major 
wastewater treatment 
plants, very little develop- 
ment, and very limited 
farmland because of the 
terrain,” the letter stated. 
"Additionally, state owner- 
ship of a major portion of 
the watershed plays a key 
role in preserving its pris- 
tine character.” 

Garrett County Sanitary 
District Administrator Wen- 
dell Beitvel has been ap- 
pointed by the conmmission- 
ers to represent their inter- 
ests at a public hearing 
being held in Hagerstown 
today. Beitzel said he will 
be reporting that the tribu- 
taries in Garrett County are 
"so far removed” from the 
bay that no significant envi- 
ronmental impact can be 


shown. In addition, less 
than one-third of — the 
county’s waterways = are 


located in the Chesapeake 
Bay watershed 

Beitvel noted that the 
wouht, Suddla not have to 
spend moncy to implement 
programs that are not really 
necessary to reach the goals 
of the initiative. First of all, 


he said, not many farms are 
actually located in the 
Chesapeake watershed area 
in the county and, secondly, 
through the cooperative 
extension service, the edu- 
cation of farmers is working 
to create an atmosphere of 
volunteerism in the area of 
nutrient reduction. 

Beitzel also said that, 
with Maryland taking the 
lead, a cooperative agree- 
ment has been reached with 
both Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania. West Virginia, how- 
ever, has not become a part 
of the initiative. 

"If we're going to be 
locked into these — goals, 
West Virginia also needs to 
be brought: into the pro- 
cess,” he said, explaining 
that a portion of the Upper 
Potomac is bordered by that 
State.

Continued from Page A-1 
ties, have experienced some 
of the state’s highest unem 
ployment rates and de 
pressed local economies,” 
said Jones. “Probably the 
one sector of the local 
economy which has suffered 
most during the past 1S 
years is coal mining.” 

Jones added that the 
Clean Air Act will continue 
to have an “eroding inltu- 
ence” on coal sales to con- 
ventional utility markets, 
but reported that the inde- 
pendent non-utility genera- 
tor is a "major new force” in 
the electric-generating field. 

These facilities are usual- 
ly built near the fuel source 
and are often able to sell 
their waste steam to a near- 
by user, he noted, adding 
that they are also often able 
to use an “environmentally 
deleterious waste product” 
as a fuel stock for steam 
generation. 

One of those co-genera- 
tors has already been at- 
tracted to Garrett County 
and Jones hopes potential 
will continue for others to 
be attracted to the region 
as well. 

Linally, Jones described 
the potential for a public- 
private partnership — for 
enterprise development 
activities on state-owned 
lands. 

In 1979, a governor's 
commission found that "the 
idea of establishing private 
concessionaire — activities 
could provide new leisure 
Opportunities to the citizens 
of Maryland,” and would 
also stimulate private busi- 
ness opportunities across 


the state with the accompa- 
nying expansion of job 
possibilities, tax receipts, 
and assorted other reve- 
nues. 

"Garrett. County — has 
strongly endorsed this find- 
ing and has, on numerous 
occasions, urged the Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to ag- 
gressively implement this 
concept,” Jones stated, but 
added that DNR officials 
have only given “lip service” 
to their support of the 
concept, and have yet to 
develop "a workable struc- 
ture to analyze, evaluate, 
and facilitate public-private 
recreational joint ventures.” 

Noting that the state of 
Maryland owns one out of 
every six acres of land in 
Garrett County, Jones said, 
"We should be able to 
reasonably expect the state 
to be a Garrett County 
landowner who dynamically 
contributes to our local 
economy in the ways stated 
by the 1979 governor's 
commission. 

Commissioner John 
Braskey stated the board of 
commissioners would review 
cach of the initiative sum- 
maries and, after the candi- 
dacy filing date in July, 
send letters to and discuss 
with each of the candidates 
their support of those is- 
SUCS.

Motorists Urged 
To Learn About 


Insurance Laws 

Marylanders pay approxi- 
mately $12 million yearly in 
penalties to the state when 
they drive their uninsured 
motor vehicles. In spite of 
Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Administration efforts at 
stepped up publicity, the 
driving public is unaware 
that certain laws exist that 
could fine them substan- 
tually. 

"People are really sur- 
prised when they are told 
that they owe money be- 
cause they failed to return 
their license plates after 
their insurance terminated. 
When we explain the law to 
them, they are surprised 
and angry that they have to 
pay a penalty,” said Marjo- 
tie Murphy, director of the 
MVA Financial Responsi- 
bility Division. "Our counter 
for customers to straighten 
out insurance problems is 
often the busiest one in the 
building. Time lost’ while 
waiting for other cases to 
be resolved does not always 
add to customer satisfaction 
which is what we try to 
achieve here. I know this 
uninsured problem is equal- 
ly great throughout all our 
MVA_ offices statewide,” 
said Murphy. 

Ihe solution, MVA 
officials say, is for vehicle 
owners to be “financially 
responsible,” know the 
status of their insurance to 
make sure it continuously 
affects their vehicle and 
know that the law requires 
all registered vehicles to be 
insured at all times at a 
minimum of $20,000/40,000 
for bodily injury liability 
and $10,000 for property 
damage. 

“Those in violation are 
penalized $150 per unin- 
sured vehicle for the first 30 
days, and beginning the 31st 
day, they are charged $7 for 
each additional day that 
each vehicle is uninsured. 

“MVA will not renew 
any registration nor issue a 
new registration to any 
utled vehicle of an owner 
or co-owner after he or she 
is named in an insurance 
violation. 

“We want the average 
motorist. to know — their 
insurance requirements and 
to realize how suff the 
penaltics are if they are 
outside of the law. We are 
aware of the chronic viola- 
tors and know that they 
recognize their wrongdoing. 
It’s the customer who slips 
up on his insurance cover- 
age yet sull drives with 
updated license plates that 
we are hoping to caution, 
or the one who forgets to 
turn in the license plates of 
a vehicle on which insur- 
ance was canceled. The 
penaltics can be pretty 
costly," warned Ms. Murphy 
“The bottom line is that 
motorists are to make sure 
their license plates are 
turned in to MVA and 
make sure they get a re- 
ceipt for their plates on or 
before the day their insur- 
ance is no longer in forced.”

Metiki Coal Corpora- 
tion, in recognition of [arth 
Day, recently stocked 300 
rainbow trout into Sand 
Run, a tibulary to the 
North Branch of the Poto- 
mac and receiving stream of 
the major discharge of 
Mettiki’s Acid Mine Drain- 
age Treatment Plant.

THE IL USION OF 
FREEDOM 
May 22, 


Background Scripture: 
Galatians 5 

Devotlonal Reading: 

1 Timothy 6:10-12 


Somewhere I read that after 
World War II, when India was 
successful in obtaining its inde- 
pendence from the British Em- 
pire, thousands of Indians at- 
tempted to ride the railroads of 
India without tickets. They had 
seriously misunderstood what 
freedom is. 

Don’t most of us? 

In ourchildhood and adolescent 
years we yearn for our freedom 
from parental control. When at 
last that day arrives, we believe 
ourselves to be “free at last.” 
Looking back on that day, some 
of us can see that that was an 
illusion. Actually, all childhood 
and adolescence is a process of 
growing free of control by others 
But we are seriously mistaken if 
we think that shedding parental 
control makes us truly free. Dur- 
ing these years of “growing up” 
we may become increasingly un- 
der the control of our peers. And, 
freed of the legal control of our 
parents, we may lose our newly- 
found freedom to our own appe- 
tites. Thinking we are “free at 
last," we may be more in bondage 
then before. 

THE YOKF. AGAIN 

That's why Paul’s admonition 
to the Galatians is so timely to- 
day: “For freedom Christ has set 
us free; stand fast therefore, and 
do not submit again to a yoke of 
slavery” (5:1). That's the tough 
part: not submitting again “to a 
yoke of slavery.” The fact is, 


something has to be in control of 
our life Semeone has to be in the 
driver's seat Otherwise there 
would be complete anarchy and 
we wouldnever achieve anything 
I don't mean “achieve” being 
President of the United States ors 
world famous entertainer, I mean 
we could not achieve even the 
simplest tasks of functioning in 
our society 

So, the only question is who or 
what we put in our driver's seat 
Paul suggests that there isa higher 
and lower self in each of us. This 
lower self he often speaks of as 
“the flesh,” a reference not so 
much to our physical bodies as to 
the selfish, self-indulgent, debili- 
tating drives of our human nature 
There is alsoa higher self in each 
of us and Paul usually indicates 
thisreality as “Spirit,” that which 
lifts us to our highest potential 
So, we can hand over control of 
our lives to our hormones and 
self-indulgent desires, or we can 
put the Spirit in the driver's seat 

WHO'S IN CHARGE? 

Now, the interesting thing about 
this choice is that, if we give 
ourselves over to our appetites, 
we are no longer in control of our 
lives. We are slaves to our own 
hormones. We are not free be 
cause we have chosen to be domi- 
nated by something w hich is guar 
anteed to effect our ultimate de- 
struction. How strange, then, that 
some people think of this as “free- 
dom.” If, on the other hand, we 
put the Spirit in charge of our 
lives, we are free to become our 
best selves. For freedomis not the 
ability lodo what we went, butthe 
power todo what is best for us, our 
highest good. 

So Paul counsels us, “For you 
were called to freedom, brethren; 
only do not use your freedom as 
an opportunity for the flesh, but 
through love be servants of one 
another" (5:13). The highest free- 
dom is to serve others, not be- 
cause we have to, but because we 
choose to. Any other image of 
freedom is an illusion. 

So Jesus was a truly free man 
What about you?

“Seasons ot 
the Heart” may have a pastoral 
sound, but tt depicts the unlove- 
ly struggles of three adults to 
grow up. 

Bumett and Segal play Vivien 
and Evra Goldstine, a success 
ful, S0-ish couple who have 
been married just a year. though 
they have been lovers for a quar 
ter of a century. Vivien’s unhap 
PY mamage to a publishing heir 
gotin the way. So did four or 
tive of Ezra’s matrimonial al- 
liances. 

Now that they are what Ezra 
calls “a legit operation.” things 
haven't been as rosy as either 
expected. He leaves town on fre- 
quent business trips. She works 
with her acerbic old friend, 
Alfred McGinnis (Malcolm 
McDowell), on his memoirs. 
Ezra regards Alfred as an inter 
loper; Alfred thinks of Ezra. a 
former fight promoter, as a 
gangster, 

“They're not grim.” Grant 
says. “They’re people with 
humor who are in situations that 
they ‘re trying to work out of.” 

Suddenly Vivien is faced with 
a new situation: Her estranged.

Fortunately writer Robby n 
Burger has drawn a perfectly 
lovable and well-adjusted child 
whe eventually wins their 
hearts. A more realise charac 
ter nigh? have been too much 
for these self-absorbed adults to 
handle. For that matter it would 
have been interesting to see 
whether Vivien, f:zra and Alfred 
could have resolved their prob- 
lems without a 7-year-old con- 
science to steer then, but that ts 
another Movie. 

“Seasons.” Grant says. is the 
story of Vivien’s conthet “be 
tween the pull of this man in her 
life. who wanted one thing of 
her, and the sudden appearance 
of a grandchild she wasn’t pre- 
pared tor, who brought back the 
world of a daughter with whom 
she had had a defeat.” 

Tough on the outside. Vivien 
is wounded and contused on the 
inside.

SHA Provides 
Guidelines For 
Political Signs 


Ihe State Highway Ad- 
ministration (SHA) is re- 
minding Marylanders that 
specific legal requirements 
must be followed when 
Posting outdoor signs to 
support or oppose political 
candidates) or particular 
ballot issues. 

The key points of the law 
are: 

*Signs are prohibited on 
SHA property or right of 
way. 

“Before posting any signs 
on private property, permis- 
sion must be granted by the 
property owner or autho- 
rized representative. 

*Signs must also conform 
to any local restrictions, 
zoning regulations and time 
limitations. 

*No signs are to be post- 
ed more than 45 days prior 
to the election date. 

*Signs for unsuccessful 
primary election candidates 
must be removed within 15 
days after the General 
Election. 

*No signs are permitted 
along interstate highways.

Lighthouse Consumer Speaks Out, 
Battles Back From Depression

May is designated as 
Mental Health Month. 
Issues of mental health are 
olten shrouded in secrecy 
and misunderstanding. ‘to 
bring light to some of the 
dark corners of misunder- 
standing and to strive for 
grealer awareness one con- 
sumer of mental health 
services in Garrett County 
has offered to share his 
experiences. 

A gracious, soft’ spoken 
man, Howard lives with the 
challenge of a mental illness 
- major depression. Most 
people, at one time or 
another, will experience 
depression. It can come ala 
time of loss, through death 
or separation from a loved 
one. It can come as a sense 
of the blues for no real 
apparent reason. But for 
most people these periods 
of depression are short 
lived. That low feeling that 
brings a sense of Icthargy, a 
lack of interest energy and 
enthusiasm may vanish with 
the morning dew when a 
ficw day comes 

For Howard it was not 
that casy. The depression 
that occurred in his life did 
not lift. The dawn of the 
new day did not evaporate 
that heavy mist that filled 
his life. Instead, his depres- 
sion grew steadily worse. A 
strong man, with drive and 
stamina, Howard found 
himself slipping from lack 
of energy to lack of the will 
to live. He withdrew further 
and further within himself, 
At that time, for Howard, 
life was nothing more than 
cating, sleeping and sitting 
in front of the television. 

Howard had always 
worked and supported his 
family. With the onset of 
his illness, he lost his job. 
Physical problems beset 
him. And so the family he 
had cared for reached out 
to him. Howard was con- 
vinced to get medical help, 
psychiatric help. Ite did. By 
this time Howard's condi- 
tion required inpatient care. 
He remained in this care 
for the next four years. 

At first, Howard remem- 
bers, he wanted only to 
isolate himself. He reflects 
back over the generations 
to times when families hid 
those members who suf- 
fered an illness that affect- 
ed the mind. Some of these 
reactions sull exist 


same 
today, he says. "So many 
people don’t understand 
mental illness,” he said. 


“They want to point a finger 






as if to say you’re an out- 
cast or you're nuts.” 

Fears of this type of 
response caused I foward to 
ask his family not to let 
anyone know where he was 
or what he was going 
through. He provided him- 
self with the isolation he 
felt that society would im- 
pose on him had his condi- 
tion been known. 

"Becoming withdrawn is 
the worst thing you can do," 
Howard states with certain- 
ty. He remembers that 
throughout his treatment he 
was constantly encouraged 
to talk, to verbalize his 
feelings and what he was 
experiencing. Through the 
treatment, the medication, 
the therapy, Howard finally 
found again strength within 
himself. As, Howard puts it, 
he was beginning to find 
himself. His faith gave him 
much of the strength he 
needed. And he prayed for 
strength. It was only then 
he began to realize that he 
was going have to 
"knuckle-down and take 
responsibility” tor his own 
life. 

Howard got up = and 
began to move forward. 
Many of his ideas were 
changing. Ife no longer felt 
his illness was something to 
hide or feel shame about. 
"People used to react that 
way to tuberculosis,” he 
said. Families didn’t want 
people to know that a fami- 
ly member was in a IB 
sanitarium he recalls. "Men- 
tal illness is just another 
form of illness,” he said. 

There should be no shame 
about it, no hiding away. 

Living again with his 
supportive wife and family 
Howard has moved about 
his community with a sense 
of purpose for over five 
years. “Your main goal 
should be keeping busy,” he 
said. And Howard does 
keep busy. When he is at 
homie he pursues his wood- 
working hobbies, enjoys 
unkering with his stereo, 
recording music and has 
compiled a scrap book. 
Most days Howard can be 
found at Garrett County 
Lighthouse. He participates 
in a variety of activities 
provided by the rehabilita- 
ion program and has sur 
rounded himself with 
friends. He refers to the 


program as a part of him 
now, 

Five years ago Howard 
was told that the combina- 
tion of the problems he 
faced would confine him to

a wheel chair. He is  sull 
walking around. “I just 
don’t like to give up,” he 
explained. And Howard has 
not given up. More than 
once he has been referred 
to as the Energizer bunny... 
he keeps going and going. 

It is not enough for 
Howard that he has found a 
way to confront his chal- 
lenge from major depres- 
sion. Jie now wants to 
reach out to others. He 
remembers that ime when 
he said to his wife, “I give 
up", and she responded, 
"Oh no you don't". Toward 
wants to offer that) same 
encouragement to others 
who may be facing depres- 
sion. “I want to share what 
I have learned...f don’t want 
to see anyone go through 
what I went through. A life 
should not be wasted,” he 
said. With the same 
determination that Howard 
fights his own battle with 
mental illness, he moves 
beyond himself to reach 
others. "Maybe by bringing 
my thoughts out in the 
open, someone reading this 
may be able to bring prob- 
lems out. If you hide from 
this, it won't get better,” he 
said.

Tlowever, 
spending on skiing and ski 
rentals registered an 
increase, thanks to the 
extended periods of cold 
and = snow. Marylanders 
spent about $2.8 million in 
this category, a 2% increase 
over spending lor the same 
quaner last year.” 

Ihe success of Mary- 
land’s sports teams also 
contributed to increased 
spending. Marylanders 
spent almost $37 million tor 
admission to athletic events, 
a 13.4% increase over the 
same period last year.

Extension Introduces New Hi-Tech 


Interactive Video 

Ihe Cooperative Eexten- 
sion Service of the Universi- 
ty of Maryland at College 


Park and University of 
Maryland Kastern) Shore 
was created in 1914 to 


provide Maryland residents 
with “useful and practical 
information on — subjects 
relating to agriculture and 
home cconomics.” E:xten- 
sion’s goal today is much 
the same, although the 
means of achieving it have 
changed over the years. 
Where information was 
once shared on a one-to- 
one basis, many agents and 
specialists currently interact 
with their audiences 
through group = mectings, 
newsletters, vidcotapes and, 
now, interactive video. 

On April 27, Extension 
demonstrated the effective- 
ness of this emerging com- 
munications technology by 
sponsoring the first’ in a 
series of three interactive 
video education programs 
for Maryland veterinarians. 
The programs are cospon- 
sored by the Virginia-Mary- 
land Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine and 
the Maryland Veterinary 
Medical Association and 
funded by a $2,500 grant 
from the University ol 
Maryland System (UMS). 

The Interactive Telecon- 
ference Series on Veteri- 
nary Radiology is being 
transmitted via the System’s 
Interactive Video Network 
(IVN), a component of the 
University of © Maryland 
Academic Telecommunica- 
tions System (UMATS). 
IVN is a computer-driven, 
video-conferencing — system 
that makes possible two-way 
audio and video communi- 
canon among multiple sites 
in Maryland. UMS currently 
has 16 IVN sites on-tine, 
with another three being in- 
stalled. An additional four 
sites are on-line at various 
community colleges, three 
more are planned. 

Ikach site) contains a 
video monitor, a tablet-like 
keyboard and three voice- 
activated cameras. The 
equipment allows individu- 
als at cach site to talk to 
each other, show video- 
tapes, slides, radiographs 
and other visual materials, 
and to access the internet 
aS necessary. 

"This is truly an interac- 
tive technology,” says Rich- 
ard Rose, UMS director lor 
lelecommunication — Sys- 
tems. “Unlike the more 
familiar teleconferences 
that involve one-way video 
with two-way aidin at same 
sites, IVN allows partici- 
pants at all connected sites 
to see and be seen by cach 
other and to share a variety 
of visual) materials. And

thanks to the cooperation 
between the University of 
Maryland System and Mary- 
tand’s community colleges, 
the cducation potential is 
enormous.” 

The first veterinary pro- 
gram drew more than 90 
veterinarians--80 of whom 
are registered for all three 
programs--to cight) linked 
IVN sites. There, they par- 
ticipated in a hospital 
rounds-type program led by 
two veterinary radiologists. 
The radiologists reviewed 
several radiographs of the 
abdomen and thorax of 
several animals, explaining 
how the images could be 
used to guide diagnosis and 
treatment decisions. They 
then responded to questions 
from participants at differ- 
ent sites. 

Ihe other programs--on 
May 25 and June 22--will 
focus on radiology of the 
thoracic cavity and the 
musculoskeletal system. The 
radiologists will discuss case 
histories presented by se- 
lected) practitioners from 
different sites. Participants 


will determine a diagnosis 
lor cach case, and the pre- 
senters wall discuss treat: 
ment and outcomes. 

The interactive video ap 
proach to education oflers 
several benefits, according 
to Dr. Douglas Carmel, 
associate professor and I-x- 
tension livestock veterinari- 
an, who wrote the grant 
proposal and organized the 
programs. “It breaks down 
geographic barriers — by 
bringing together — people 
from different areas of the 
state,” he says. “It also al- 
lows participants to accu- 
mulate continuing educa- 
tion credits without travel- 
ing great distances or 
spending valuable time 
away from their practices.” 

Feedback from present- 
ers and participants in the 
first program) was positive. 
“I's a very handy technolo- 
gy, especially for people 
who live and work a consid- 
erable distance from Wash- 
ington, D.C., and Baltimore 
who may not be able to 
attend) many continuing 
education seminars,” says 
radiologist. Dr. Kristina 
Schwensen of Gaithersburg, 
who presented part of the 
program from the Shady 
Grove site. “The presenta- 
tion of radiographs worked 
as well as slides." 

Dr. Edward Jendrek, 
secretary-treasurer of the 
Maryland Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association, was even 
more cnthusiastic. “It was 
great!’ he exclaimed after 
attending the seminar at the 
Fowson State University 
site. “This technology ts the 
wave of the future. Ive 
been a practitioner in the 
Baltimore area for 22 years, 
and I've never seen any- 
thing like it. It puts veteri- 
nary medicine on the cut- 
ling edge.”

PRO-FARM Program Fosters 
New Decision-Making Paradigms 


I'armers, hke most peo- 
ple, prefer constancy lo 
change. ‘They live their lives 
and rua their farms guided 
by paradigms--individual 
rules and generalisations 
used--to make decisions-- 
that they have developed 
over many years 

Like it or not, however, 
change is inevitable. And 
the ability to change per- 
sonal paradigms can mean 
the difference between 
long-term success and fail- 
ure. 

A new program of the 
Cooperative Lixtension Ser- 
vice is helping farmers 
recognize and modify agri- 
cultural paradigms-to view 
themselves and their work 
in new ways. Called the 
PRO-TARM — Leadership 
and Management Seminar, 
it is based on a similar 
program created by Cornell 
Cooperative [-xtension. The 
bottom-line goal of PRO- 
I'ARM is to teach farmers 
to look at their farms as 
businesses and to foster the 
leadership and management 
skills necessary to make 
those businesses a long- 
term success. 

A Management Mindset 

Several I:xtension agents 
have begun introducing 
Maryland farmers to PRO- 
FARM concepts. In Wash- 
ington County, for example, 
agriculture agent Don Sch- 
wartz, has taught a series of 
PRO-FARM seminars for 
dairy farmers. Each seminar 
comprises three classes. 

Ihe goal of the first 
class, says Schwartz, is to 
get farmers thinking about 
agriculture in a different 
context. [tach participant 
develops a written mission 
statement for his or her 
business. These mission 
statements provide a vision 
of the future, a basis for 
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Strategic long-range plan- 
ning and a foundation for 
effective leadership and 
efficient management. 

The second class focuses 
on needs assessment and 
Strategic planning. Farmers 
examine their operations 
from dilferent viewpoints, 
carefully assessing the needs 
ol their business and defin- 
ing appropriate objectives. 

Ihey then develop strate- 
gic plans the set specific 
long- and short-term goal 
for achieving those objec- 
tives. 

Finally, during the last 
class, participants identify 
problems and opportunities, 
examine their causes, gener- 
ate alternatives, make deci- 
sions and create tactical 
plans to solve the problems 
and take advantage of the 
Opportunitics. This — ap- 
proach to problem solving 
is new to many farmers, 
who are used to relying on 
an instinctual, “seat-of-the- 
pants" approach, according 
to Schwartz. 

At least 20 people at- 
tended cach of his first two 
PRO-IFARM seminars. Sch- 
wartz, plans to conduct 
more seminars in the fall, 
applying PRO-FARM con- 
cepts to such specific topics 
as financial management, 
marketing, crop production, 
labor management and the 
environment. 

“The thought process 
taught by PRO-FARM is 
new to everyone,” he says, 
"but the farmers need a 
management framework 
and mindscet...and they 
know it.” 

"It gets people thinking 
in a different way,” agrees 
Garrett County agriculture 
agent Jim Simms.

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FARM concept to help 
farm families grapple with 
the difficult decisions in- 
volved in business and 
estate planning. He intro- 
duced the program as a 
two-session workshop, but 
has expanded it to four 
sessions, with the possibility 
of a fifth session in the 
works. 

And like all Extension 
agents with good programs, 
he is overwhelmed by the 
opportunities. His biggest 
problem, in fact, is keeping 
the number of participants 
manageable. 

“With a program like 
this, you need to limit the 
number of people partici- 
pating at any one time,” he 
explains. “Otherwise, you 
can’t do the one-on-one 
work and individual! follow- 
up that’s so important.” 

Simms is currently teach- 
ing six farm familics, with 
as many as 25 individuals 
attending any one workshop 
session.

A Financial Focus 

I:astern Shore farmers 
are learning about the be- 
nefits of PRO-FARM from 
agriculture agents Betsy 
Gallagher of Dorchester 
County and Susan Schoe- 
nian of Wicomico County. 
Both agents helped conduct 
a four-session program in 
February, along with Dale 
Johnson and Dr. Jim Han- 
son, Extension faculty in 
agricultural and resource 
economics who helped 
develop PRO-FARM. 

Ihe first three sessions 
focused on business leader- 
ship and management. Dur- 
ing the fourth session, the 
10 participating farmers 
learned how to apply the 
PRO-FARM process to the 
financial management issues 
of profitability, liquidity and 
solvency. 

Pleased with the interest 
and input of participants, 
both Gallagher and Schoe- 
nian plan to offer additional 
PRO-FARM training later 
in the year.

Budget Includes 
Funding For Crop 


Insurance Reform 
Funding for the adminis- 
tration proposed crop insur- 
ance program included in 
President Clinton’s $1.5 tril- 
lion budget for fiscal 1995, 
which has been approved by 
both the House and Senate. 
Ihe budget funds the 
program at $1 billion for 
fiscal 1995, which is expect- 
ed to be an adequate 
amount for the plan. 

A provision of the ad- 
ministration’s crop  insur- 
ance bill calls for a $2 mil- 
lion gross income “means 
test” and a $100,000 cap on 
non-insurance assistance 
payments, which are pay- 
ments for crops not covered 
by the current crop insur- 
ance program. 

Farm Bureau opposes 
the concept of the means 
test, fearing that it eventu- 
ally would be extended to 
other agricultural programs 
and that it would be low- 
ered over time. 

While Farm Bureau feels 
some aspects of the admini- 
stration’s plan are worthy of 
consideration, it is con- 
cerned with provisions 
linking mandatory participa- 
tion in the insurance pro- 
gram with eligibility for 
price support programs and 
I'm 1A loans. 

"Participation in a crop 
insurance program should 
remain voluntary and there 
should be no mandatory 
linkages between price sup- 
port program participation 
or Farmers Ilome Adminis- 
tration loan eligibility and 
crop. insurance," Kansas 
Farm Bureau President 
Doyle Rahjes told a House 
Agriculture panel recently.

Catfacing -- A Tomato Disorder 

What is meant by the term “catfacing?” Catfacing is a 
tomato physiological disorder where the fruits are mal- 
tormed and scarred, usually at the blossom end. Catfacing 
is caused by exposure of the seedlings to cool tempera- 
tures like we have at the present time. Day tentperatures 
of 60 to 65 degrees Fo and night temperatures of 50 to 60 
degrees |. tor approximately four weeks betore the ume 
of pollination will cause catfacing. Avoid hardening 
seedlings by exposure to low temperatures. It is best to 
harden off tomato plants by withholding nitrogen and 
water. Allow the plants to wilt slightly between light 
walecrings. 

Plan to Renovate Your Strawberry Bed 

Very few gardeners properly renovate their strawberry 
bed. Many people may think the suggested renovation 
procedures may be too harsh on the plants. Bul strawberry 
beds must be renovated annually, immediately after 
harvest, to thin the plants, retain vigor, and maintain bern 
size in subsequent vears. Follow the steps below when 
renovaling strawberry plantings: 

1. Apply 2.4-D herbicide for broadleat weed control. 
Wait seven to eight davs for weeds to absorb the herbi- 
cide. 

2. Mow off the leaves as close to the ground as possible 
without damaging the crowns. 

3. Narrow row widths to 12 inches using a cultivator or 
rototiler. Allow one inch ot soil to cover the crown. 

4. Apply 15 to 20 pounds of 10-10-10 fertilizer per 1000 
square feet 

§. Apply a pre-emergence herbicide such as Dacthal 75 

) 


6. Irrigate to incorporate fertilizer and herbicide.

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Coverts Training 
Project Planned 


Woodland owners, man 
agers and others interested 
in forest and wildlife man 
agement can apply to at 
tend a tree training work 
shop on October 6-9 at the 
Shepherd's Spring retreat 
and conference center, near 
Sharpsburg, in Washington 
County. The workshop is 
part of an ongoing outreach 
and training program called 
the Coverts Project, which 
is sponsored by the Cooper- 
ative Lxtension Service-Uni- 
versity of Manland at Col- 
lege Park and the Ruffed 
Grouse Society. 

the project gets its name 
from thickets that provide a 
sheltered habitat for wild- 
life. 

Thirty individuals will be 
chosen for this year’s Co- 
verts workshop, which fo- 
cuses on general forestry 
and wildlife management 
principles. The workshop 
demonstrates how good 
forest. management can 
make wildlife more abun- 
dant, healthy and diverse. 

In return for free train- 
ing, reference materials and 
follow-up seminars, the 
participants--dubbed — Co- 
verts Cooperators--will be 
asked to establish a sound 
forest and wildlife manage- 
ment plan for their own 
property, as well as share 
what they have learned with 
others through a variety of 
outreach programs. 

‘The goal of the Coverts 
Project is to develop a 
statewide network of volun- 
teers who can help people 
interested in forest’ and 
wildlife management get the 
professional assistance they 
need to accomplish their 
land-use objectives,” says 
Jonathan Kays, an Lxten- 
sion regional natural re- 
sources specialist in western 
Maryland. 

The Coverts program has 
had a positive impact on 
the health of Maryland's 
forest’ and wildlife, Kays 
declares. Also, woodland 
owners have learned the 
importance of proper forest 
management to wildlife 
habitats. Since 1990, a total 
of 107 Coverts Cooperators 
have completed the training 
program. And, thanks to 
them, more than 8,000 
people have received forest 
wildlife information through 
One-on-one contacts, tours 
and other outreach activi- 
tics.

1993 Tree Assistance Program 
Reopens For Nursery Inventory 


Roger Richardson, chair- 
person, Maryland State 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
Committee, has announced 
that’ sign-up for the 1993 
Tree Assistance Program 
(TAP) will reopen May 9 
through July 29 for nursery 
owners who experienced 
significant losses in 1993, 
because of damaging weath- 
er or related conditions. 

Based on the I:mergency 
Supplemental —Appropria- 
tions Act of 1994, the 1993 
TAP was expanded to in- 


clude commercial nursery 
inventon, including both 
annuals and perennials that 
were lost as a result of the 
1993 Midwest Moods and 
other damaging weather in 
1993. "The program also 
covers (ree nursery seed- 
lings and nursery trees, but 
excludes open field grown 
sod, grasses, legumes and 
similar plants,” Richardson 
suid. Payments are limited 
to $25,000 per person. 

Ihe TAP reimburses 
eligible small and medium 
scale commercial growers 


for a portion of losses 
caused be damaging weath- 
er or related conditions in 
1993. "The program autho- 
rizes 65 percent of the 
re-establishment cost for 
any loss that exceeds 35 
percent, after adjustment 
for normal mortality,” Rich- 
ardson said. 

He said eligible owners 
must also have an annual 
qualifying gross revenue of 
less than $2 million in the 
tax year preceding the year 
in which the losses oc- 
curred.

Toxic Chemical 
In Grantsville Area 


A Grantsville-area truck 
stop and the surrounding 
area were closed for several 
hours on Luesday, as nearly 
60 members of area fire 
and) rescue companies, 
Maryland Department of 
the Environment (MDI) 
personnel, Allegany County 
Hazardous Incident Rv 
sponse team (HazMat), 
and Maryland State Police 
responded to the scene ol a 
toxic chemical leak. 

According to written re- 
ports, hazardous materials 
personnel remained on the 
alert at’ Fuel City until 
luesday evening, securing 
the location where two gal- 
lons of Acrylonitrile, a poi- 
sonous, and extremely flam- 


mable chemical that could 
be fatal if inhaled, swal- 
lowed or absorbed through 
the skin, leaked from a 
tanker truck en route from

He 
then reportedly contacted 
the Garrett County Office 
of Emergency Management 
immediately after noticing 
the leak, which was located 
between a pressure gauge 
and the tank. About 4,200 
gallons of the chemical 
were aboard the tanker, ac- 
cording to Grantsville Fire 
Chicf Duane Stem. 

Approximately two dozen 
Grantsville volunteer fire- 
fighters and MDI: person- 
nel from the Annapolis area 
kept watch over the truck 
stop until late Tuesday eve- 
ning, when the chemical 
was loaded onto another 
tanker dispatched from 
Connecticut. The  truck’s 
driver was credited with 
keeping the leak at a mini- 
mum. 

A 1S0-yard area sur- 
rounding the truck on 
Chestnut Ridge Road was 
blocked by emergency per- 
sonnel, including access 
ramps to and from 1-68. 

Chestnut Ridge Road 
was reopened bv emergency 
personnel at 6:20 a.m. No 
injuries were reported.

A vanety of cases were 
heard in GCrarrett: County 
Distret Court in the past 
two weeks by Judge Ralph 
M. Burnett, and Allegany 
County District Court Judg 
es limothy W. Finan and 
Paul Stakem. 

In Judge Stakem’s court, 
an Oakland man was not 
proseculed on cight counts 
of malicious destruction of 
property by the state's at- 
torney, because of pleas 
from co-defendants in the 
case.

Since the board's adop- 
tion of a five-year strategic 
plan at GCC, the document 
has been reviewed, and sug- 
gestions made.

A major transformation 
of the campus facilities ire 
planned in the next 10 
vears, if Vision 204 is 
achieved, according to 
GCC's president, and it will 
include the new residence 
hall, a new academic build- 
ing, and a community well- 
ness center and theater A 
budgetary system that will 
have a low impact on the 
county will eventually be 
brought before the county 
commissioners for their 
acceptance. 

"The issue for us is not 
that it happens fast, but 
that it happens, and wt hap- 
pens right,” Herman added. 
"Our intention is to run this 
center so all services and 
facilities are open to all 
people of Garrett: County 
free of charge.”

E:ducation budget, all 100 plus pages of it, is basically no 
different than your personal budget in that we have to 
tailor our expenditures to the amount of revenues we have 
available. Our task is more complex because our resources 
come from over 25 different sources and. of course, the 
expenditures are made for a wide assortment ot purposes. 
Ihe most critical piece in the budget always comes down 
to how much our local fiscal authority, the Garrett County 
commissioners, will allocate for public school purposes. 
Hheir allocation will typically pay for about 35 to 40 
percent of our total expenditures 

Our budget book for FY 1995 will show that we have 
budgeted for 418 certificated staff (teachers, counselors, 
therapists, administrators, etc.) and 19] non-certificated 
staff (assistants, secretarics, custodians, food service 
workers, etc.). Phis is an increase of 7.5 certificated staff 
over FY 1994 (school year 1993-94) and a decrease of 3.5 
non-ceruticated staff for the same period. Because the 
operation of the Garrett County Public Schools is highly 
labor intensive, approximately 60 percent of all expendi- 
tures are lor salaries and wages with another 1S to 17 
percent for fixed charges such as retirement costs, social 
security, workers’ compensation, ete 

The largest increase in our request lor FY 1995 is in 

the area of capital outlay. In this category of the budget, 
which many jurisdictions fund through bonding, we are 
asking for just about three times as much money as was 
budgeted this current’ year. The largest: part: of this 
expenditure would go toward the construction of a 
six-classroom addition at) Northern High. Phe second 
largest clement ol this request would renovate the girls’ 
locker room at Southern High in a similar fashion to what 
was done lor boys this year, and, linally, approximately 
$200,000 in capital outlay is budgeted to provide tor the 
design ol a new southern arca clementary schoal. In 
addition, we will have to ask the commissioners to pur- 
chase a site for this school once a site is recommended by 
our site selection committee. These cxpenditures for 
capital outlay are the main reason why our request to the 
County Commissioners is exceptionally high, lor over half 
ol our request for new funds is lor these capital purposes. 
The other significant increase we are asking the Commis- 
sioners to take on next year is to fund 30 percent (ie., 
$742,500) of the pupil transportation program. Several 
years ago the state of Maryland appreciably lowered its 
amount of state pupil transportation funding. We found 
out this year that we are the only county in the state 
which did not ask the local government to fund a part ol 
its pupil transportation bill. Consequently, we are asking 
local government to do so in the FY 1995 budget. 

In conclusion, it should be noted that both state and 
lederal lunding lor public school education is not project- 
od tomer ak i aks signified anicunt, contrary to what 
some state and federal oflicials night lead one to believe. 
Consequently, we are forced to go to our local govern 
ment to help We recogmze that this puts added stress on 
our local oftiaials, but are conlident that they will respond 
to the greatest extent which they Ieel is possible.

Elder Abuse 


ELDER ABUSE, BE A.W.A.R.E. 
by Daphne Dennear 

Elder abuse awarencss begins with education. If you are 
concerned about an older person you know tell them 
about elder abuse and how to prevent it. You can start by 
explaining "Elder Abuse, be A.W.A.R.E.” 

Ask guestions, Watch for signs, Alert authorities, 
Reassure victims, and Educate others. 

Let them know what things to ask and look for, what 
things to report and who to report them to, and how to be 
involved in the prevention of their own abuse 

I:ducation happens in many ways. Just talking with 
someone about the issue is educational to all participants. 
Reading and distributing literature, attending workshops 
or public speaking events about the topic is educational to 
you and to others. The Area Agency on Aging provides 
lilms and presentations about elder abuse to church, civic 
and other groups in the community at no cost. I: ducating 
yourself and others about the types of abuse, the signs of 
abuse, prevention, and where to get help may be the 
biggest favor you can do for an elderly person you know. 

Although no one can totally ensure that he or she will 
never be a victim, there are some things one can do to 
make it more difficult lor others to be abusers. 

I:lder abuse comes in the forms of physical, financial, 
and neglect. Preparing tor one’s care before one is frail is 
an important step. Think about where you would want to 
live, who you would want to help you with personal care 
and with linances if you should become unable to care for 
these things yourself’ Consider options like powers of 
attorney, conservator or guardian for financial and 
personal protection trom abuse. Your attorney can 
provide you with inlormation about these alternatives. 

Other preventions that are more easily accomplished, 
and in some ways Plotcct you more, include: remaining 
socially active, establishing regular contact with a trusted 
friend who lives outside your home. Keep your appoint. 
ments with doctors, dentists and hair dressers. Invite 
people inside your home to visit. Open your own mail and 
make sure you have casy access to your financial and 
property records. 

Protect: yourself and help protect others from elder 
abuse and remember ts pe A.W.A.R.E.

D-Day and a Legacy of Remeinbering 

This year Memorial Day looks a litde diflerent: than 
usual. [It begins eight days of observance that concludes 
with the SOth anniversary of D-Day. The veterans of the 
Normandy invasion will receive extra attention, and -- we 
can hope -- will be asked to tell the story of their experi- 
ences. 

Those who saw the most of war are often the most 
reticent to say much about it. They need to summon their 
courage once again to remember out loud the horrors of 
war as witnessed on a French beach a half century ago. 

If they fail to impart their memories to their children, 
grandchildren and perhaps even great-grandchildren, then 
we run the risk as a nation of’forgetting. Ihe surviving 
veterans of D-Day are all on Social Security. Phey possess 
a national heritage which, if not transmitted, will be lost. 

1, myself, have never fought in a war, nor have | worn 
the uniform of my country. For me all the wars run 
together, the just and unjust, the ones we won and the 
ones we didn’t win. I try to picture myself sometimes in 
various wars, and cannot imagine myself in any of them. 

Whether leaping from a boat onto the sands of a 
foreign shore or running across farmfields near Gettys- 
burg, nothing makes me wish | had been there. In truth | 
wish those who were there could have been someplace 
else as safe as one ever is in this life with their families 
and friends, 

During the past few months I have had the privilege of 
hearing Vietnam veterans tell the story of their war and 
of their return from war. One man recalled the jubilation 
of the flight home, glad to be alive and that he had done 
his part to keep some of his buddies alive. He expected if 
not a welcoming parade at least a welcome. He remem- 
bers being greeted by a crowd of angry Americans whose 
most vivid symbol of their contempt for him and _ his 
comrades were the used sanitary napkins they threw. He 
too has a story to tell, and a legacy which ought not be 
lost. 

Like a voice from the grave the diaries of the late H. 
R. Haldemann have just been published. An adviser to 
President Nixon, he took detailed minutes of a conspiracy 
that dwarfs the Watergate debacle. His diaries provide 
indisputable evidence that Nixon and Henry Kissinger 
worked to prolong the Vietnam war so that the so-called 
peace with honor could commence at the right time for 
the maximum beneficial effect on the 1972 election. 
American and Vietnamese lives were sacrificed on the 
altar of the ballotbox. 

Less well substantiated are longstanding accusations 
that Franklin Roosevelt ignored the warnings of a forth- 
coming Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. What we know 
is that Roosevelt had a difficult time overcoming the 
isolationism of Americans. Pearl Harbor gave him the 
leverage he needed. President Johnson similarly used the 
shelling of American ships in the Gulf of Tonkin to rally 
support for military action in Vietnam. 

Whether to begin or end a war, whether America’s 
cause was right or wrong, politicians lic, ignore informa- 
tion or manipulate tacts in order to get the war to go their 
way. Somchow what the politician’s do is both insulated 
and isolated from what the soldiers on the grould have to 
do. Heroism is heroism, even when manifested in a fight 
for an evil end. Both Robert E. Lee and Erwin Rommel 
make the heroes Ist. 

Public opinion is yet a third layer in a war. Unpopular 
wars are harder to win. It is a tragic irony when the 
people vent their frustration on the soldiers who have to 
fight the wars, perhaps against their will, rather than 
against the politicians who decided the wars should be 
fought. 

It is all too easy to characterize military action as “a 
politician’s war" or “a soldier's war" or as a “popular” or 
“unpopular war.” Politicians and soldiers and the people 
are all mixed up in any war. When we remember our 
wars, we feel both pride and shame, and for good cause: 
war brings out the best and the worst in us, in or out of 
uniform. 

This Memorial Day gives us the occasion to claim an 
inheritance of remembering particular men on a specific 
beach during one given war fighting a certain enemy. 
While claiming that: memory many others Mood in, 
memories arising from history books and graveyards, and 
spreading upon our souls both confusion and calm.

saying the color distracted 
from the natural surround- 
ings. 

Since then, various agen- 
cies and departments have 
signed off on the project 
and resolved any issues of 
historical disturbance. To 
comply with the environ- 
mental congruency issue, 
Beitzel said the Sanitary 
Commission will have to 
hire a landscape designer or 
“camouflage expert” to 
remedy the problem. 

Beitzel noted that the 
$1,975,500 project will con- 
sist of an upgraded treat- 
ment plant in Grantsville 
that will accept the addi- 
tional flow from the Chest- 
nut Ridge area and the de- 
sign of a sewer collecting 
system that would serve the 
Rt. 40 area to Hill Top and 
including the Holiday Inn. 

The local portion of that 
cost is $875,500. 

Beitvel also said that the 
public hearing was sched- 
uled as soon as possible 
following the Sanitary Com- 
mission's resolution so that 
work on the highway to lay 
pipe could be completed 
before the Maryland State 
Highway Administration 
(SITA) begins work on com- 
pleting the overlay there. 
The reason for this, he said, 
is so the road would not be 
disturbed after SHIA finish- 
es its work. 

If the public hearing to 
create the district is success- 
ful, a second hearing will be 
held at a later date on the 
design of the system, said 
Beitzel. If that hearing 
vields no opposition, a con- 
tract would then be award- 
ed. 

Beitzel concluded by sav- 
ing that a notice to proceed 
with the construction would, 
ideally, be awarded by Aug- 
ust 15

Jewish Christans considered their

Sales, Use Tax 
Revenue Soars 
During April 

Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis LL. Goldstein 
reported that sales and use 
tax revenue grew by nearly 
10 percent in April 1994, 
compared with April 1993, 
further evidence that the 
consumer and construction 
seclors are recovering from 
the harsh winter.

April 1994 sales and use

The apparel 
category, which suffered 
during the winter months, 
generated $9.3 million, a 
19.6% increase; the general 
merchandise category gen- 
erated $26.1 million, a 
17.2% growth, and the 
building and contractors 
category produced $16.5 
million, a 16.7% growth.

"1 think we need 
to show the American pco- 
ple that we work for them 
and put an end to clitist 
perks,” said Bartlett. “Hope- 
fully, by living and working 
under the same laws and 
regulations as our constitu- 
ents, Congress will realize 
the actual impact. We can 
then repeal the more oner- 
ous laws and others won't 
be passed in the future,” he 
said. "Drinking from the 
same well will keep Con- 
gress from stirring the wa- 
ters too much.”

This year's extravaganza 
marks the SOth anniversary of 
the Allied invasion of France. 
the final offensive in the “war 
to end all warn,” known popu 
larly as D-Day. 

Veteran actor Ossie Davis is 
the host for the eclectic service, 
which tnctudes appearances by 
such diverse entertainment 
luminaries as country music 
singer Clint Black, former 
“Tonight Show™ bandleader 
Doe Severinsen (along with the 
National Symphony Orches- 
tra), actress Jill Clayburgh and 
many others. 

Davis remembers well that 
June day in 19444. 

“T was in Liberia, West Afri 
ca,” Davis begins. “Part of my 
Job was to listen to the BBC 
early in the morning and then 
run off an extract of the day's 
military news, or any news that 
T thought was important. 

“And on D-Day, I got the in- 
formation on what was happen- 
ing by listening to the BBC.” 

Did the budding journalist 
recognize a hot lead when he 
heard one? 

“Oh yes,” he recalls, “that 
was my lead story that day. I 
quoted copiously from Winston 
Churchill, who made the 
speech.” 

Part of Davis’ host duties for 
the concert includes delivering 
an excerpt from Abraham Lin- 
coln’s magnificent Gettysburg 
Address, one of the most elo- 
quent and powerful appeals for 
peace ever written. 

Does such a monumental task 
make Davis at all jittery? 

“No, [don't think Abe would 
mind.” he jokes. “Ul try not to 
do an injustice to it. The words 
left by the great ones are meant 
for our use, not for our adora- 
tion only. So reading them ts 
quite appropriate, I think 

“The Gettysburg Address was 
given at a commemorative ser- 
vice tor soldiers killed in battle 


Ix-F octs 
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at Gettysburg. And Memorial 

Day 1s a salute to the American 
men and women who've given 
their lives tn service to their 
country. So there certainly 
would be a spiritual kinship 
there.” 

The concert also honors the 
more than 200,000 “forgotten 
veterans” of the Vietnam War, 
the women who served as nurs- 
es, living in constant danger, 
dealing daily with pain and suf 
fering. 

These women who gave so 
much of themselves returned 
home to turmoil, controversy 
and, worse yet. apathy, 

Actress Jill Clayburgh —~ 
whose husband, Tony Award- 
winning playwright David 
Rabe. has written several plays 
about his experiences in Viet- 
nam — delivers a stirring read- 
ing that recalls the memories of 
one of the nurses, 

This particular woman had 
seen so much horror across the 
Pacific that her tears had 
stopped upon her return home. 
When she visited the Vietnam 
War memorial with a grateful 
veteran, all the emotions came 
thoodimg back. 

Clayburgh sees the concert as 
a “time-out from our sched- 
uled. organized. hectic lives.

‘Fall From Grace’ 
a long, bumpy ride

fortitude was the code name 
British intelligence used for its 
campaign to fool the Gerinans 
about the ume and place of the 
D-Day invasion. And fortitude 
is what it takes to watch “Fall 
From Grace.” a four-hour dra- 
ma airing Thursday and Friday. 
June 2 and 3. on CBS. 

Based on Larry Collins’ best- 
selling novel of the same name. 
“Fall From Grace” 1s intended 
as a tribute to the efforts of 
British agents. and their collab- 
orators in the French Resis- 
tance. to prepare the way for 
the Allied landing on June 6, 
1944. Instead it plays like an 
unusually harrowing Dantelle 
Steel novel. 

David Ambrose’s script 1s 
clumsy and full of cliches - a 
lead weight that even good 
actors like Michael York. as 
Gestapo torturer Hans- Dieter 
Stromelburg, and James Fox, as 


the head of British intelligence. 
have trouble carrying. Lesser 
mortals — including Gary Cole, 
the only American in the cast - 
tur to cardboard figures under 
Is Curse. 

Warrts Hussein's battle-ax 
direction only makes matters 
worse. Why, for example, don't 
any of the Nazis speak with 
German accents? 

The result is a story of hero- 
ism and graphic horror sadly 
cheapened tn the telling. 

Credit for trying to salvage 
“Fall From Grace” goes to 
Richard Anconina as Paul. the 
French agent who tools both 
sides. In the central role of the 
woman in peril, Tara Fitz- 
Gerald 1s both useful and orna- 
mental. and just enough like 
Audrey Hepburn to make one 
long for the original. At least 
Hepburn wouldn't have arrived 
in occupied France and uttered 
the nincompoop words, “The 
Gerinans are everywhere!”

With FB-Supported Measures 


Mfter several days of 
debate, the Senate passed a 
new version ol the Sate 
Drinking Water Act 
iN 2019) last) week, 
Ihree Farm Bureau-sup 
ported amendments were 
attached to the measure. 

One of those amend- 
ments was offered by Sen 
Bennett Johnston (D-[.a.) 
and was passed by a vote of 
90-8. It requires the Envi 
ronmental Protection Agen- 
cy to conduct cost-benefit 
analyses for major environ- 
mental regulations it pro- 
mulgates. [he measure was 
similar to the amendment 
Johnston added to the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency Cabinet elevation 
legislation last year, which 
was passed by a vote of 
9S-3. 

Lawmakers also passed, 
by voice vote, a modified 
version of an amendment 
by Minority: Leader Bob 
Dole (R-Kan.) that would 
require federal agencies to 
review the impact of their 
actions On private property 
tights before imposing new 
tegulations Farm Burcau 
supported the Dole amend- 
ment and urged the Senate 
not to weaken It. 

Anierican Farm Bureau

Kleckner said the drinking 
water act has the potential 
lor further land-use restric- 
tons that) could impact 
farmers and ranchers. 

"We're not arguing 
against regulations that 
protect our resources, we're 
just saying they ought to be 
done in the most unobtru- 
sive way,” Kleckner said 
“We're simply saying to 
regulators.

"Decoration Day”

The shots rang out as a line of old men gave the 
military salute. These men had served in the First World 
War and stood solemn but proud in their worn uniforms 
with medals on their chests. Taps was played and the 
sound echoed from a faraway hill as another bugle 
repeated the tune. All who were present bowed their 
heads and remembered - remembered ail the friends and 
loved ones who had died while defending their country in 
one of the World Wars or Korea. 

The time was the early 1960s, those years before the 
Vietnam War became a reality to me. It was Memorial 
Day, or “Decoration Day" as my Grandma and those of 
her generation called the day set aside to honor fallen 
soldiers of all wars. 

Ihat day, each year, it was an honor for me to drive 
Grandma to the little country church and cemetery near 
our home where she had grown up, and where her friends, 
those who were left, gathered on Decoration Day for a 
memorial service. ] was in my early teens, and enjoyed any 
excuse to drive the car, but I was glad to be able to take 
Grandma to Fennelltown for the service and to visit with 
friends she didn’t often see. The day was always warm and 
sweet. The air was fresh and smelled of flowers and newly 
mown hay. 

I] had enjoyed wandering through the small cemetery at 
Iennelltown for as long as | can remember. I think the 
day was called Decoration Day because everyone went to 
the cemetery the week before to mow the grass and plant 
flowers on the graves of their relatives and place small 
flags on soldiers graves. To a child the cemetery was a 
great place to play. All the grave markers were difterent 
sizes and shapes, and I would stand and pct the stone 


lambs on the gra... f three children from one family 
who had all died . vung 

ennelltown Cemetery is not the kind of place featured 
in horror movie no large vults or shadowy corners 
hiding visions of zhosts and ghouls. No, it’s a quict, serene 
spot out in the « vuntry, a historical spot where many of 
the early settlers 41 the area were laid to rest. 

Although surrounded by just a simple wire fence, the 
very ground exudes the feeling that it is a hallowed spot. 
I've always exp rienced a very peaceful feeling while 
strolling up and down the isles of stone markers, many 
blackened with age. On some of the stones the names are 
weathered and unreadable, but the flowers planted on 
these graves in the late 1800s and the early part of this 
century still bl.om each year with renewed vigor and 
spirit. These old-fashioned perennials make the cemetery 
a sort of plant museum. Today in late spring, the irises 
bloom in profusion and in mid-summer, the Spanish sword 
plants (an old-tashioned name for the Yucca plant) make 
a forrest of tloom, bearing their spikes of white bell- 
shaped flower: four feet from the ground. It’s a beautiful 
sight. 

The church stands nearby, now lonely and forlorn 
where once two churches stood. The church that remains 
is the Grace Reformed Church, established in 1895. 
Grandma attended this church as a girl, and services were 
held there until the carly 1960s. At that time the church 
shared a minister with several other churches and the 
services were infrequent. The times I attended, I found 
the church to be charming, comfortable and just as 
peaceful as the cemetery lying across the narrow dirt road. 
It was quict, with a piano instead of an organ for accom- 
paniment, and the heavy wooden doors were left open to 
catch the warm breeze and the fresh country air. 

Its twin had been a Lutheran church built in 1860. 
Three stone steps are all that remain. Grandma told me 
that when both churches were standing the singing from 
one church could be heard in the other. Fennelltown 
Grace Reformed Church has stood empty since the 60s 
and unfortunately, in the 1970s it was vandalized. A 
shattered shell is all that still stands. 

Grandma always enjoyed the day, and I enjoyed being 
with her. | remember the day with a warm feeling, but 
today, I remember Memorial Day with a stronger feeling -

Free Nitrogen Testing For Field Corn 

Again, we will offer free nitrogen testing of soil from 
corn fields. During the last four years, Bill Knepp and I 
have completed several hundred nitrogen quick tests. If all 
the procedures are done correctly, especially taking soil 
samples, | feci the test is very accurate. The program has 
had a good success record in assisting farmers in planning 
efficient use of nitrogen in growing corn. A large percent- 
age of the field that received manure applications or had 
old legumes plowed down, needed very little commercial 
nitrogen. We only recommend the test on fields that re- 
ceived manure applications or previously in legumes. If 
you have already broadcasted the nitrogen, the test will 
not be accurate. 

If you are interested in the testing, call my office (334- 
1990). The testing should be done approximately six weeks 
alter planting, depending on the corn growth rate. Don't 
wait until the day before you need the test to call. Due to 
the demand and time required to pull the samples, we 
need to have a planned schedule. 

Crop Notes 

* If you planted your corn back in April during the 
warm spell and it’s not up yet, you should check to see if 
the corn has started to sprout. There is a good chance 
that the seed has rotted because of the cold soil condi- 
tions. 

* Sometime in the near future I would like to have a 
field meeting down at the alfalfa research plots at the 
community college. Les Vough has been harvesting the 
alfalfa under different experiments for the last four years. 
One thing for sure is the five cut system will not work in 
Garrett County. Last year’s five scheduled harvests almost 
wiped out the stand. The four cul systeai did worn. 

* The cold weather has kept insect activity down 
However, things can explode quickly. Armyworms can be 
a serious problem in late planted corn. Also, keep an eye 
on the emergence of cutworms and slugs.

Safe drinking water stat- 
utes were originally written 
to protect water sources for 
municipal and state drink- 
ing water systems that serve 
25 or more residential or 
commercial outlets. Current 
regulations primarily con- 
centrate on monitoring tap 
water quality, setting drink- 
ing water standards, outhn- 
ing water treatment proce- 
dures, monitoring and facili- 
tating cost-sharing programs 
and regulatory enforcement. 

Farm Bureau is support- 
ing amendments to the bil! 
that would help bring the 
SDWA _ reauthorization 
proposal back in line with 
law’s original intent and 
serve to minimize the im- 
pact on production agricul- 
ture. 

An amendment offered 
by Sens. John Warner 
(R-Va.) and Kent Conrad 
(D-N.D.) and supported by 
l-arm Bureau was approved 
by the Senate and will mod- 
ify the source water provi- 
sions of the legislation. The 
Warner-Conrad amendment 
directs municipalities to 
petition states to use exist- 
ing provisions of the Clean 
Water Act and to use state- 
based authorities and pro- 
grams if they feel drinking 
water sources are in danger 
of contamination. 

Mark Maslyn, a director 
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for the Amerncan [arm 
Hureau lederation, said the 
bill's original source water 
provisions could have been 
detrimental to agricultural 
producers. He said the 
inihal language would have 
allowed municipalities to 
acquire new, open-ended 
and overlapping authority 
over land-use activities in 
watersheds across the coun 
Iry 

Sens. Robert Dole 
(R-Kan.) and Howell Heflin 
(D-Ala.) are expected to 
offer an amendment that 
will require the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
to assess the potential for 
any proposed rule to result 
in y property taking 

According to Maslyn, the 
amendment would not pro- 
hibit a rule from being 
issued but would require 
1:PA to seck options with a 
potentially lesser impact on 
private property owners. 
Varm Bureau supports the 
Dole-Heflin amendment 
and its recognition of the 
rights of property owners. 

A risk-assessment and 
cost-benefit analysis amiend- 
ment also is expected to be 
offered by Sen. Bennett 
Johnston (D-La.). John- 
ston’s amendment would re- 
quire 1:PA to conduct an 
analysis of all major rule- 
makings under the SDWA. 
The amendment is similar 
to the language he offered 
to the EPA Cabinet bill. 
That amendment gave Farm 
Burcau and other agricul- 
ture groups a victory when 
it passed the Senate by a 
vote of 95-3 carlier this 
session.
